The shipment of potatoes fiom the three 


Aroostook stations during the month of 
October, 1886, amounted to 84,700 bushels, 
being 50,540 bushels more than were 
shipped during the same month in 1885.

Neville Faulkner, at Titcomb's mill in 
Houlton, on Tuesday, while attempting to 
cai ry a quantity of boards on his shouldei, 
slipped and fell, causing the fracture of 
two bones of his left leg.

Now it is reported that the commission of 
engineers appointed to decide upon the 
incuts oC the case, have teported in favor 
of the contractors add the Maine paving- 
blocks. The above named company, of 
which John Pierce, of FrankEorc, is presi- 
dent, will consequently proceed to fill 
their contract, which calls for 3,000,000 
blocks —Industrial Journal. 


Warden Bean, of the Maine State Prison, 


came to Belfast, Sunday, says the Journal, 
with a span of horses, and Monday took 
away from the Belfast jail, William D. 
Barnes, who is sentenced to sixyeaisat 
Thomaston. 
Barnes has been a State 


boarder before, having been sentenced to 
ten years foi placing obstructions on the 
Belfast Branch railroad. 
Barnes took his 
present sentence quietly, but remarked 
that he would make it warm for seven or 
eight parties when he came out of prison. 
Barnes has been in jail all summer and has 
been rather an uncomfortable prisoner. 
Otice he became possessed ot a quantity 
of red pepper, which he afterwards con- 
fessed was to be thrown in the eyes of the 
turnkey, and thus pave the way for an es- 
cape. Barnes has been in the insane 
asylum, and many doubt his sanity. One 
of his peculiarities during the past snm- 
mei was drinking kerosene oil.

could not obtain it otherwise he drank it 
from bis cell lamp. Barnes is a nephew 
of Mrs. Larrabee who is serving a sentence 
in Belfast jail.
